Report King 
of Roumania 


Is Near Death 


BELGRADE, Jugo- Slavia. Nov. 25. 
[U. N.]—Despite a three day sever- 
ance of telephone communication be- 
tween Bucharest and Belgrade, it has 
been learned that the condition of 
King Ferdinand of Roumania is be- 
coming daily more serious. 

Following a statement that the king 
must submit to an operation for can- 
cer, private dispatches have said that 
his fliness has been aggravated by 
his recent over exertion. 

For three days telephone operators 
here tave declared it impossible to 
make connections with Bucharest. 


“King’s Condition Hopeless.” 

BERLIN, Nov. 25.—[U. N.]—An at- 
tempt by Roumanian officials to veil 
some recent catastroph- in Bucharest 
or a move to suppress news of some 
impending event is responsible for the 
three day interruption of telephone 
communication between Belgrade and 
the Roumanian capital, according to 
the Vossische Zeitung. King Ferdi- 
nand's condition is known to be hope- 
less despite official denials, the paper 
deciares.

CATHOLICS ROW 


Manning Calls Case 
“Discreditable.” 


New York, Nov. 25.—[Speciai.]—A 
sharp controversy over the annulment 
by the Vatican court of the mar- 
riage of the Duke of Marlborough and 
Consuelo Vanderbilt developed today 
between spokesmen for the Roman 
Catholic and Protestant Episcopal 


ning of the Episcopal diocese of New 
York holds that the issue involves 
even the basic principles of religious 
liberty in America. 

In a formal message to his diocese, 
delivered today from the lectern in 
the Thanksgiving service in the Cathe- 
dral of St. John the Divine, Bishop 
Manning said the action of the papal 
tribunal was “a discredit to the Chris- 
tian church and an injury to religion.” 


Denounced by Bishop. 

“Unwarrantable intrusion,” |“ im- 
pertinence,” preposterous”; some- 
thing to be “openly condemned and 
most deeply deplored,” were some of 
the phrases Bishop Manning used. 

The marriage now annulled was 
solemnized by two Episcopal dishops 
in St. Thomas Episcopal church in 
this city In November, 1895, the bride 
then being a communicant in that 
church and the ducal bridegroom then, 
as now, a member of the Church of 
England. It was this fact—that the 
Roman Catholic church has annulled 
a marriage performed in the Protes- 
tant Episcopal church—that especially 
aroused the ire of Bishop Manning, 

No “ Selling m Marriage.” 

On the other hand, Bishop John: J. 
Dunn, head of the chancery office of 
the Roman Catholic archdidcese of 
New York, declared that “ the Catholic 
church has always protested and will 
always protest against tyranny and 
selling women in marriage.” Bishop 
Dunn upholds the action of the Vati- 
can, pointing to “the amazing and 
shocking exposure the sworn evi- 
dence on which thé annulment deci- 


sion was based,

he is accusing not the Catholic church

The average Man gets much of his sense of pa- 
trictism, his ideal of liberty and democracy, the 
tolerance or the intolerance of his nationalism as 
u child in a history clads in school He is a good 
citizen or a bad one, a patriot or a slacker, 
before he is of voting or draft age. ai’ 

A lieutenant colonel, retired member of the 
Jains’ corps of the United States army, has com- 
pleted a report on fifty-two school histories of 
America; which he read to find out how accurately 
the events of the world war and this country’s part 
in it had been set forth. What he discovers is the 
fact that a mass of misstatement and, what is just 
as bad, a great lot of twaddle and bunk is being 
purveyed the Amefiecan school child under the 
pretense of teaching him modern American history. 

The writing of an accurate ry is one of the 
hardest jobs to which @ student can set himself 
‘he best that the honest, painstaking, expert his- 
torian can do is to give an approximation of the 
truth. When second rate and third rate historiahs, 
and worse, try their hand, the result is nothing 
short of a mesa. 

A measy piece of fiction, a careless essay, a 
false bit of drama, none of these does much harm. 
But history purports to be the truth or near 
the truth, and when it is taught to children it does 
it it is not the truth—a great deal of harm. 

It is not easy to learn and write the truth about 
the world war. It is very close at hand, for one 
thing. For another, never before were so many 
factors involved in one sequence of events. For 
still andéther, never before were propaganda, cen- 
sorship, and falsification so generously and openly 
used in order to disguise the truth, 

It is a hard task, but it is not an impossible one. 
True sources are open to him who will search, and 
the historian who aims to deplet only those simple 
phages of the war which are proper to the instruc 
tion of children has no excuse to offer if he goes 
 getray. There are probably more lies and twaddle 
told about America’s part in the war than about 
any other of the war's aspects. The anti-Amert- 
can abroad and the professional jingo at home, be 
tween them, stretch the truth to its utmost limits. 
And yet this question of America’s part in the war 
‘fs one that, above all, should be taught and ex- 
ylained te the American child. 

This generation does not want its children to 
grow up into apologists.’ Nor does it want them 
to join the noisy chorus of We won the war.” 
“he truth as usual is median and balanced. 

Too much importance cannot be be placed on 
the necessity of teaching the true story of the 
events before, during, and following the world 
war. It is the children of today’s history classes 
who tomorrow will be living and struggling with 
the reaction set up by the war, who will be elect- 
ing candidates to office, paying taxes, and deciding 
the foreign policies of the United States.

The joint American and Canadian 
commission has recommended to both countries 
the development of the St. Lawrence seaway and 
power project.

PUT SAFETY IN SAFETY 
ISLANDS. 


THE TRIBUNE’s automobile editor, Mr. J. L. 
Jenkins, as the result of a tour of investigation 
finds that motorists disregard the safety zones 
established at surface line loading points. His 
findings support those of the American Automobile 
association, which declared in a recent bulletin that 
“violation of safety zone regulations seems to 
have become doe on the part of mil- 
lions of motorists.” Mr. Jenkins asserts that about 
one motorist in three takes the trouble to obey 
the law by driving to the right of the safety zone. 
Loading point safety zones have two functions, 
They protect those boarding or leaving street cars, 
and they speed up motor traffic by permitting 
automobiles to pass a street car halted to take on 


or discharge passengers. Drivers ‘ought to remem- 


ber that they are being benefited as well as the 
pedestrian car rider. 
There is no safety in a safety island if motorists 
disregard the rules. Safety islands are safe only 
when the law is respected 100 per cent of the 
time. Otherwise the pedestrian’s trustfulness 
merely exposes him to accident. : 

Safety islands, in the matter of the faith cqm- 
monly placed in them, rank with boulevard and 


ple do not trust in speed laws, in headlight laws, 
in the rules concerning the passing of vehicles, the 
crossing of streets, or turning corners. They do, 
however—drivers and pédestriane—trust in stop 
signs and lights and in safety islands. Violations 
of these rules should be prosecuted accordingly 
with the utmost vigor. : 
The tendency to get away with something does 
not stop at safety islands. A trip on the boule- 


to stop or slow down adequately at stop signs; 
that some of them habitually sneak through the 
traffic lights. For cars to start up on the yellow 
light instead of waiting for the green is an al- 
most universal practice; the man who waits for 
the green receives as his reward a raucous chorus 
of horns from that particular type of boor behind 
him. 

As a last word on behalf of the motorist: If he 
is to be made to heed safety islands, they should 
be plainly marked and be well lighted at night.

BADIO PROPERTY RIGHTS IN THE AIR 
RECOGNIZED. 
[Green Bay (Wis.) Press-Gazette.] 

Tun Caicaco TRIBUNE has performed a public serv- 
ice in instituting a test suit to determine the rights of 
broadcasting stations in the air. It has just won a 
case in the state Circuit court at Chicago against 
the Oak Leaves station of that city. The court 
granted an injunction prohibiting the defendant from 
‘broadcasting in that field. 

The court for the first time establishes the principle 
that property rights may be created in the air, and 
that the rules of common law may be applied to it. 
The sympathies of the country will be altogether on 
the side of the proposition advanced by Taz Triscuns 
and upheld by the court. 1 

After congress adjourned without responding to 
the widespread demand for federal regulation, a num- 
ber of the poorer stations on the low wave lengths 
moved up into the higher band and appropriated wave 
lengths that suited their fancy. These stations fur- 
nish low-class programs, and make themselves a 
nuisance by heterodyning stations which habitually 
gave superior entertainment. , 

It is to be hoped other stations which are having 
trouble with trespassers will take steps to protect 


their property rights in the air as THe TRIBUNE has 


done. Many stations are nothing but a common 
nuisance and some stations have usurped a wave 
length to which they are not entitled. They should 
be weeded out, and it appears that a way is open 
to do this. . 

In the meantime, one of the first things congress 
should do at the coming session is to enact a compre- 
hensive law for regulation of radio in the interest of 
the public and of those broadcasting stations which 
have done so much to develop good radio and whose 
property rights in the air should have adequate pro- 
tection.

RADIATION URGED . 
FOR CHILDREN. 


ADIATION of young children dur- 
ing the six months of winter and 
early spring is of service, in the 
opinion of Dr. Barenberg and his 

associates. For the purposes of the trial 
a large number of healthy children in a 


children were given a good diet besides 
fruit juice and cod liver oil. They got as 
much sunlight as is available at that time 
of tar in New York City. They were 
divided into two nearly. equal groups— 
one group to be radiated, the other not. 
Accurate records were kept. The chil- 
dren were radiated three times a week 
for four months and then they were kept 
under observation without further radia- 
tion for several months. © 

Radiation did not decrease the number 
of inféctions with common colds during 
the winter months, but the effect ap- 
peared to hang on, since during the 
spring months the children who had been, 
radiated -had fewer colds than did the 


| others. 


The radiated children grew faster and 
kept in a better state of nutrition. This 
was more in evidence in the earlier 
months of the experiment than it was 
later on. The general tendency is to 
overdo the treatment. The children who 
got less radiation did better than those 
who got more, 


Skin and the muscle tone. 

While the experiment was on a mild 
epidemic of whooping cough broke out in 
the home. Some of the children with 
whooping cough were treated with the 
lamp. The conclusion wag that Nght 
treatment is neither a cure for nor a 
preventive of whooping cough. 

Also, a small epidemié of chicken pox 
appeared in the home. Some of these 
cases were treated with light. The treat- 
ment did no good. The coloring matter 
of the blood of the treated children did 
not increase while the treatment was 
going on, but it did so later on, If chil-
